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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Borom (4,234,786) in view of Volbrecht (4,934,831) and further in view of Adachi et al 
(6,880,969). 

Borom discloses a heater resistance 1 for heating a solid part, the resistance 
comprising an electric wire 1, and a ceramic insulating material 3. However, he does not 
disclose a sheath surrounding the wire. 

However, Borom does not disclose a ceramic sheath comprising alumina and silica. 
Volbrecht discloses a probe (col. 5, lines 36-55), the probe comprising electric wires 16 
and 18, and a woven sheath-cable 12 surrounding the wires with insulation (Fig. 1 and 
col. 3, lines 15-25). 

Adachi discloses a probe (col. 3, lines 40-47) comprising an electrically a sheath- 
insulated glass member 8 made of alumina and surrounding the wires -rods 4 (Fig. 2 
and col. 4, lines 1-8). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in thee art to modify Borom's 
invention to include a woven sheath as taught by Volbrecht and make it of ceramic 
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including alumina and silica as taught by Adachi in order to prevent short circuits (col. 1, 
lines 39-46) in the probe. 

As to claim 13, it would have been obvious to use a method of fabricating a probe by 
Broom in view of Volbrecht and Adachi because the disclose all elements of the 
invention and capable of so perform.
